A tour of six midwestern states 
where Michigan apples were in- 
spected on various markets re- 
sulted in the slap at our growers. 
It was discovered that too many 
farmers are still putting the good 
ones on top and the poor ones un- 
derneath. 

Outside of the state it makes 
all of our growers look like a 
bunch of dishonest so and sos, 
especially when some buyer 
says, “Look what the Michigan 
boys are trying to pull on us.” 

It is not meant that all Michi- 
gan apple growers are trying to 
push off poor grades on the pub- 
lic. In fact it is probably only a 
few who are. But according to the 
old saying, you know what one 
bad apple can do to the rest of ne 
bunch, 

Now is the opportunity for 
farm magazines to step in 
swinging with both editorial 
fists and do what they can to 
prevent a few farmers from 
making it tough for the rest 
instead of ignoring the -situ- 
ation or pretending it. does not 
exhist.

During 
the depression of 1922, The Am- 
erican Legion found 500,000 per- 
manent and 200,000 temporary 
jobs for ex-service men. Hotels 
and lunchrooms were opened in 
many cities and more than one 
million dollars was spent for re- 
lief work. It has subsequently aid- 
ed in‘ other unemployment situ- 
ations.

Reader Says Old Enterprise 
Never Published In South Arm 


Dear Editor: 

Just read a paragraph in “Over 
the Fence” column for October 
15. 

The “old Enterprise was never 
printed on the west side of the 
lake where the village of South 
Arm was located, as indicated by 
you. 

It was founded in Boyne City 
by Budd and Garrison in Sep- 

tember, 1880; sold to E. N. 

Clink and moved to East Jor- 
dan April 7,. 1882 to the sec- 
ond story of Fletcher Empey’s 
grocery store that stood where 
the Duck Inn is now located. 

William F. Palmiter bought a 
half interest in it April 14, 1883; 
October 11, 1883 Mr. Clink leas- 
ed his share to Thomas F. Nel- 
son. November 18, 1883 the build- 
ing and printing office burned. 
Publication was suspended until 
February 21, 1884 when Mr. Nel- 
son bought Mr. Clink’s share. 

Later he and Mr: Palmiter. sold 
the paper to Charles Dixon who, 
in turn, sold it to C. L. Lorraine 
early in 1891. It was located in 
the building at the end of Main 
Street where the Drenth Lumber 
Company had their office until it 
and their warehouses burned. 

The only newspaper printed 

over in South Arm was a small 
‘sheet printed by Andrew Suf- 
fern. He learned the trade from 
Myr. Lorraine but they didn’t 
get along too well so Andy de- 
cided to start one of his own. 
He got hold of a small press 
somewhere and set up business 
in the rear of Jacob Bisnett’s 
general store across the street 
from where the Eveline Orch- 
_ards warehouse is now. 

His paper was small but dead- 
ly. It ended by Mr. Lorraine and 
the sheriff coming over and lock- 
ing the place up. That night Andy, 
whose home was in Ellsworth, 
came over, climbed thru a win- 
dow and, by the light of a small 
kerosene lamp, wrote, set up and 
printed his last issue, the last 
words being, “I’m printing this 
for you while the sheriff and “Old 
Whiskers” (Mr. Lorraine wore a 
full beard) are pounding on the

SPRAY FOR WHAT YOU HAVE 


Perhaps the peach grower has 
only had to spray a dormant spray 
for leaf curl. Then scale may ap- 
pear in certain blocks. Nothing 
ean be done about it on the oc- 
curing year; however, the grower 
can apply material for peach 
seale the following year and keep 
his peaches free of blackmarks. 

The same goes for worms. Af- 
ter worms appear at ripening 
dates the grower trys to find out 
which one it is. The oriential fruit 
moth, Japanese Beetle, Curculio 
or codling moth and other mater- 
ials are selected to combat the 
various pests. This may require 
varied materials to fit each pest.

big role in helping poultrymen 
keep laying - house litter dry in 
cold winter months. 

A flock of 100 hens will throw 
off about 22 quarts of water a 
day in body wastes and respira- 
tion and wet litter means dirty 
hen feet in the nests, making dir- 
ty eggs. 

Insulation and _ ventilation go 
hand-in-hand in laying houses. 
Insulation helps in the job of 
raising the inside temperatures 
so the air will absorb more mois- 
ture; ventilation moves the wet air 
out ahd brings fresh air in—but 
without a draft. 

For flocks of birds up to 500, 
and in the “A’’ shaped type house 
a straw loft does a good ventila- 
tion job—if there is about three 
feet of straw and the warm moist- 
ure-laden air can get up through 
with the aid of louvers. For a 
flock of 500, there should be a 
louver in each end of the gable 
roof, each with about 20 square 
feet of area. 

Positive ventilation with elect- 
rie fans is best for flocks over 500 
in number. Exhaust-type fans 
should be near the ceiling on the 
south or east side of the house, 
and each fan should have ade- 
quate intakes; they éan be con- 
trolled thermostatically.

Mad Dogs 


Don’t shoot that mad dog! 

Dr. William S. Preston, at the 
U-M Pasteur Institute, warns that 
chances for diagnosing rabies are 
immeasurably greater if the dog 
is brought in alive. 

If you have been bitten, or if 
you discover a mad dog on the 
prowl in the neighborhood, don’t 
obey your first impulse and start 
firing away at the animal. Call 
the plice or humane society. 

The situation is altered, of 
course, if the animal is attacking 
a victim viciously. In such a case, 
immediate destruction of the dog 
may be unavoidable. 

Lab technicians have a better 
chance of discovering Negri bod- 
ies in an animal which has died 
of the disease than in one which 
has been killed before the disease 
takes its course. If Negri bodies 
are not found microsopically, a 
suspension of brain tissue is in- 
jected in mice. The mice then are 
observed. If rabies is present, it 
usually kills the mice in eight to
